Report of Superintendent 


To THE BoarD oF EDUCATION: 


Gentlemen:—I have the pleasure of submitting to you 
my sixteenth anntial report of the Public Schools of the City 
of Plainfield, covering the school year of 1906-1907. 


The statistics of attendance are as follows:

This indicates an increase of 127 in the average mem- 
bership, which is about the regular rate of increase. If these 
new pupils were together, it would require three new rooms 
to accommodate them. 


NEW ACCOMMODATIONS. 


The growth of a city is inevitably marked by increase in 
the number of pupils. This means frequent provision of new 
school accommodations. If, for any reason, the provision of 
additional room is delayed, the increase in numbers goes on 
accumulating and the amount of room needed becomes 
greater. The erection of the new High School building still 
left a deficiency in school rooms. To meet this and relieve 
the crowding at the Irving, the Board of Education has pur- 
chased a lot at the corner of Darrow Avenue and Essex 
Street and, after due competition, plans have been chosen for 
a building providing twelve class rooms and an auditorium, 

The plans provide a building simple in its adornment but 
pleasing in appearance. There is nothing extravagant in its 
provisions and no waste room. It seems to me admirable in 
its simplicity and its completeness, While it will relieve the 
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crowded rooms at the Irving, it will also give better oppor- 
tunities and more healthful conditions for the pupils in the 
Washington School, where a change has long been needed. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


This is the first full year in the new building and the 
year’s use has made even more apparent the admirable fitness 
of the building for our work. The enlarged quarters have 
made it possible to enlarge the opportunities of the pupils in 
many ways. Under the inspiration of the surroundings, the 
school spirit is admirable. The use of the gymnasium has 
supplied much needed facilities for attention to the physical 
side of training, with interest and profit on the part of the 
pupils. The laboratories given by Mrs. Babcock and _ her 
son furnish us an equipment for teaching science that is 
equalled by few high schools. The manual training rooms 
and the cooking room make it possible to put the school in 
line with the best educational practice and furnish both boys 
and girls a line of work in manual training and domestic 
science through the High School course, Altogether the 
school has taken a long step in advance in many ways dur- 
ing the year. 

The year’s occupancy also makes it apparent that it was 
a misfortune that lack of funds made it impossible to con- 
struct the four additional class rooms contained in the origi- 
nal plans of the building. The class rooms are already all 
filled and the increase in the fall will make it necessary to 
use the drawing room as a class room, so that it will be 
necessary at an early date to consider the construction of the 
omitted class rooms. 

The course of study has been thoroughly revised and 
arranged so as to show nine different lines of work in order 
to make it easier for parents to decide on the studies for their 
children and to afford a wide latitude of choice. The com- 
mercial department, which has always given a strong four 
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years’ course, now shows three lines of work preserving the 
commercial studies in their full strength, but affording three 
lines of variation in the studies for general culture: Two 
general courses have also been arranged to cover the work in 
five years instead of four to meet the needs of those pupils 
who, for physical or other reasons, ought not to attempt to 
do the work in the shorter time. 

As usual, a good proportion of the graduating class are 
planning to enter advanced institutions to continue their edu- 
cation, while the reports received during the year from the 
colleges and schools where our graduates are studying con- 
tinue to give evidence that the High School, in addition to 
its admirable work as a finishing school, is also one of the 
strongest preparatory schools for the college and university. 

A strong feature of the school life which has been much 
extended by the new building is the encouragement given to 
students in forming organizations of educational value in 
the line of their tastes and enthusiasms. The school has 
vigorous class organizations and supports a school paper, de- 
bating society, glee club, mandolin club, orchestra, boys’ ath- 
letic association, and girls’ athletic association. These inter- 
ests are stipervised by the teachers, and afford opportunities 
for most helpful training in character and conduct and add 
much to the efficiency of the school in building up character. 


PHYSICAL TRAINING. 


In the last few years considerable attention has been 
given to Physical Training with the purpose of correcting 
deformities in body, increasing vitality, and giving good car- 
riage and control of the body. Measurements of the pupils 
taken in the fall and in the spring show that much good is 
being done by this work. Each pupil is carefully examined 
and measured, and special exercises are prescribed to meet 
special cases, the pupils are drilled in them and encouraged 
to carry them out in the home. Many cases of curved spine, 
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uneven shoulders, stooping and other deformities have been 
cured and the general appearance of many children improved. 
The following general description of the work may interest 
parents who are not familiar with it. 


In the four primary grades, physical training is left to 
the care of the individual teacher, but it is expected that 
regular work will be done in each class according to the 
scheme of the class teacher. 

In the fifth grade, when the so-called school room de- 
formities begin to appear, the work is taken up under the 
direction of a special supervisor with the aim particularly of 
counteracting the school room tendencies. The meaning of 
Physical Education is explained and exercises are given for 
correct position in sitting, standing and walking, also for 
deep breathing, increase of vitality and to aid in the forma- 
tion of perfect structure of the body. Drills in sitting posi- 
tions are introduced, that the pupil may by daily practice 
avoid the ill effects which come from faulty and careless 
positions held while in school and which eventually cause 
the deformity later detected in school life. 

In the Sixth Grade, this work is continued, the vigor 
of the exercise is increased to give stronger muscular develop- 
ment in the muscles which most need such training. Here, 
as in the previous grade, games carrying out these ideas are 
played; these tend to excite the interest and to keep the mind 
more in touch with the body while exercising. An oppor- 
tunity is also afforded for the emphasis of fair play. 

The Seventh and Eighth Grades are ready for more vio- 
lent and thorough physical work, but care is taken that all 
muscles are exercised equally and the exercises are arranged 
so that there is a proper balance maintained between the 
energy created by exercise and the energy consumed by it. 
Two minute “setting up drills” have this year been introduced 
in these grades, that pupils may more frequently have the 
benefit of practice. Measurements are taken three times a 
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year, as in all other grades where Physical Education is 
taught. These measurements serve as an encouragement to 
the pupil where a gain is noted and as a reminder of necessary 
work to be done in cases where it is most needed. 

The work throughout the Grammar Grades is accom- 
plished by means of free gymnastics without apparatus and 
in purpose is formative, the pupil being continually trained 
to realize the value of practicing those exercises which build 
up health, strength and erect, steady carriage. 

In the High School course which follows, the pupil is 
ready for exercises which are tests of strength and endurance; 
he learns to perform such in response to quick command. 
Here Swedish exercises are introduced in the form of graded 
charts; alertness and good military form in addition to strong 
exercise is the result. 

To give greater variety in exercise, apparatus work is 
now possible, as the students are reaping the benefits of a 
well equipped gymnasium. Although free gymnastics form 
the most vital part of physical training, yet deftness in hand- 
ling apparatus and skill in the accomplishment of certain gym- 
nastic feats gives added poise to the body, for the hardening 
of the body results in strength of mind; strength and skill in 
the body gives presence of mind and courage, while activity 
of the body results in activity of the mind. In many cases 
comparison of reports show that where physical gain has been 
greatest during the year, mental gain has been equally marked. 

For recreation, the need of which is greatly felt by all 
High School students, gymnastic games are played during a 
portion of each period—these result in relaxation and rest 
which seem to be much appreciated. In the boys’ classes, the 
games are those requiring either skill, courage or close com- 
petition. Great care is taken that the games subjected for 
play to the class leader are those in which all may gain, thus 
encouraging the members little inclined to exercise as well as 
those having a natural aptness for athletics. The girls find 
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that games of less violence, together with gymnastic dancing 
or rythmical gymnastics add much to the pleasure of the 
hour. ‘The latter seems to be particularly popular, as grace 
and freedom of movement is combined with a healthful 
amount of exercise, and the delightful sense of rhythm seems 
to appeal to all. 

Finally, the great aim of the course in Physical Educa- 
tion is to so guide the pupil through these most important 
years in his school life that the body may be equally de- 
veloped in all parts, strong enough to keep pace with and to 
properly supply the brain, that the two may be yoked together 
in most perfect harmony for the upbuilding of the highest 
form of womanhood and of manhood. If fully carried out 
by the pupil it should ensure him perfectly erect, poised figure, 
a straight spine, a broad, deep and capacious chest, uplifted 
and flexible, and harmonious development of all the muscles. 
He should be easy and graceful in every movement, possessed 
of muscular power and endurance, splendid health and a 
voice of equality and power. The object of physical culture 
methods is to render the body a more perfect instrument, 
more strong, more enduring, more obedient to the commands 
of the will. 


MANUAL TRAINING. 


With the beginning of the year, the new course of Manual 
Training went into operation, and the first year’s experience 
has been very satisfactory. The work was taken up with 
much interest by the pupils and, as far as I can learn, has re- 
ceived the hearty approval of the parents. The course has 
consisted of sewing for the girls in the fifth and sixth grades, 
and cooking in the seventh and eighth. For the boys, the 
work has been knife work with thin wood in the fifth grade, 
and bench work and carpentry in the seventh, eighth and 
ninth grades. Opportunity was also given the pupils in the 
High School to enter a class in cooking and a class in wood 
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work, and more pupils applied in each subject than could be 
accommodated. 

A very convenient kitchen, with accommodation for 
twenty girls, was fitted up in the Whittier School, and to this 
the pupils go from the Stillman School and the High School. 

A room for wood working was fitted up in the High 
School with benches and full equipment of tools, to which the 
grammar school boys go for their lessons in manual training. 
While this has worked quite satisfactorily and is very con- 
venient for the High School pupils, it is not the best arrange- 
ment for the grammar classes, since there is considerable loss 
of time in walking from the grammar school building to the 
High School, and it entails some exposure to the weather on 
rainy days. It is to be hoped that at some time in the future 
a plan may be found for fitting up a room either in the Still- 
man or the Whittier so as to obviate this walk. As the work 
in the High School is extended, the room in that building will 
be needed wholly for High School pupils. 

The aim is to give the work a utilitarian spirit, so the 
objects made in each course are such as would appeal to the 
child both in their construction and in their usefulness. At 
the end of the year, an exhibition was made of the work in 
all grades by both boys and girls, and the results were ex- 
tremely interesting and satisfactory to the large number of 
parents who attended the exhibition. 


TEACHERS SALARIES. 


One of the most important events in the year was the 
adoption by the Board of a new schedule of salaries for the 
teachers, which is as follows: 

Grade Teachers and Kindergartners. Minimum sal- 
ary $550, maximum $800. Maximum for assistants in 
kindergarten $700. Increase $50 annually the first three 
years, then $25 annually, until the maximum is reached. 

Upon recommendation of Superintendent and Prin- 
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cipal, a teacher of a seventh grade class may receive $50 

additional and a teacher of an eighth grade $100 addi- 

tional during the time of assignment to such a grade. 

Assistants in High School. Male assistants, mini- 
mum $1,000, maximum $1,800. 

Female assistants, minimum $700, maximum $1,200. 

Increase, $100 annually for two years, then $50 an- 
nually until maximum is reached. 

Upon recommendation of Superintendent and Prin- 
cipal, a teacher in charge of a class room may receive 
$100 additional during assignment to that position. 

The increase for a teacher in any year may be with- 
held by the Board in case the teacher’s work is not ap- 
proved by the Superintendent and Principal. 

Principals: of graded schools, maximum $1,400. 
When a principal is not receiving the maximum, the in- 
crease will be $100 annually until the maximum is 
reached. 

Vice-principals may receive $100 in addition to their 
salaries as teacher of a class. 

This schedule recognizes the great increase in cost of 
living that has taken place in the last few years and provides 
salaries more adequate to the teacher’s position, enabling the 
teacher to share in the prosperity that has come so bountifully 
to other workers. It was received with great satisfaction and 
appreciation on the part of the teachers, and it was partic- 
ularly gratifying that the increase was made by the Board of 
Education on their own initiative without any solicitation 
whatever on the part of the teachers. Given in such a spirit, 
it was particularly pleasing to the teachers as a recognition 
of the value of their work. 

The schedule is to be put into effect gradually, and it 
will be several years before it is fully operative. The older 
teachers were at once raised to the maximum and other 
teachers received increases varying from $100 to $150, each 
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according to position and length of service. The increase not 
only gives our present teachers merited reward for their ser- 


vice, but it will make it easier to draw good teachers to our 
force. 


TEACHERS. 


Again the close of the year is marked by the retirement 
of a teacher who has given the city a lifetime of valuable 
service. 

Miss Ellen E. Niles, who has taught in the city schools 
for thirty-eight years, retires at her own request and as pro- 
vided by the School Law will receive from the Board an an- 
nual pension of one-half her salary. 

For most people, such an event is a matter of only 
momentary interest; but I feel that it emphasizes a fact of 
very great importance in the history of a city. 

The most valuable of all the city’s posessions is its chil- 
dren, and the man or woman who has spent a lifetime in train- 
ing those children to become good citizens and who has been 
eminently sucecssful in such work has also contributed im- 
measurably to the prosperity and the material wealth of that 
city. It is a pleasure to record the fact that under our present 
law such a teacher is granted a pension on retirement, when 
the weight of increasing years makes the burden of school- 
work too heavy to be carried. 

The introduction of manual training has added two new 
names to our corps of teachers. The increases in pupils has 
added several others, while the various exigencies of life 
have caused some changes; but the character of the work per- 
maintained on a high plane. As a whole, our schools may 
be highly valued for the mental and moral training they give.
